to St. Joe in 1954, the college was 
thinking of giving up football. In 
the seven years prior to Jauron’s 
arrival, the Pumas had compiled 
an unimpressive 15-39-5 record, 
'which alone was good enough rea- 
'son for losing interest in the sport. 


| IN HIS first year on the St. 
‘Joe scene Jauron cleaned house 
‘and started from scratch, coming 
up with eight freshman on his 
starting eleven. Despite this han- 
dicap the Pumas managed their 
first winning season since 1949 
with five wins in nine starts. 


In 1955—still with only one 
senior on the roster—they im- 
proved, winning six out of nine 
and capturing the co-Indiana 
Collegiate Conference champion- 
ship with a 5-1 ICC mark. 

This year two of Jauron’s 33- 
man squad were seniors, but he 
also had six sophomores in his 
starting line-up. The Pumas open- 
ed the season with a last-minute, 
13-8 loss to powerful Xavier of 
Cincinnati. But after that heart- 
breaking defeat they never again, 
in their remaining eight games, 
trailed in a ball game as they lit- 
erally crushed every team they 
faced. In those eight games St. 
Joe rolled up 352 points while 
holding their opponents to a total 
of 19. And at the same time they 
were quickly gaining the rating 
which they now hold, as the best 
defensive team in the nation, limit- 
ing 
of only 109 yards a game which 
is one of the best defensive rec- 
ords in modern football history. 

Needless to add, the Pumas won 
their first undisputed conference 
championship, dominated the sta- 
tistics, broke 15 ICC records, tied 
six others and placed five men 
on the All-Conference eleven.

Warsaw — (NC) — The Polish 
Capital is wearing little  pre- 
Christmas clothing this year. 

In a few small shops there are 
some Christmas decorations, and 
seasonal items are displayed for 
sale in their show windows. Here 
and there one sees a Santa Claus 
in his red and white costume with 
his long white beard. There are al- 
so a few colored Christmas tree 
ornaments for sale and in one 
electric shop the lights of an 
electrically lit Christmas tree 
sparkle. But that is all. 

WARSAW’S Catholics, however, 
are preparing for the Christmas 
season. On a typical Sunday its 
streets are darkened by the 
streams of churchgoers. 

While the city’s churches are 
more or less in ruins, scaffolding 
covers them as evidence of the re- 
building that is going on. Every- 
where they are filled with wor- 
shippers. 

“Warsaw remains, in spite of 
everything, a Catholic city,” a 
man remarked to me in broken 
German as we walked together 
to the cathedral. from which 
came the sounds of a choir for 
the first time in many months. 

Inside the cathedral only. the 
high altar and tabernacle are old 
and in good condition. Everything 
else is temporary.
